bile, a tractor, or an industrial plant.| 

1, Perhaps the most important of 

all is to’ ‘buy the correct 
oil for the purpose for which 
_ it is intended. 

This may sound like an academic 
statement, but it is strictly a matter 
of dollars and cents and oil conserva- 
tion. We will all agree that no 
one oi] will lubricate all types of 
machinery. We wouldn’t .use the 
same oil inasteam cylinder .2s we 
would on the shafting. We wouldn't 
use the same oil in our autonobile 


engine as we would in the rear axle. | fea 


But the difference does not stop 
theré. For practically every lubricat- 
ing need in any machinery, there 
is a correct oil, ‘and there 
are, hundreds of incorrect oils, If we 
use the correct oil, in nine ‘cases out 
often, we will use less .of'that oil 
than we would of an incorrect oil. In|
